2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior 
art document was by Calderbank et al(PAT# 6,430,231). Calderbank et al failed to teach 
the particular orientation and form of the transmitted blocks shown in antenna paths 10 and 
16 of figure 1. Any obviousness argument could not be made since it was shown in figure 
9 of the application that the claimed sequencing and conjugation of symbol blocks reduces 
the probability of error over conventional transmit diversity schemes.
